Principals of Andover schools have sug- 
gested student fundraising activity has got- 
ten out of hand, said Superintendent Dr. 
Kenneth Seifert. 

But the school committee Tuesday night 
did not establish any new policy, despite 
suggested guidelines submitted by Seifert, 
and they tabled discussion of the matter 
until the next meeting. 

Schoolman Susan Poore maintained the 
committee should stay out of fundraising 
regulation, except possibly when school fa- 
cilities are used for the fundraiser. 

But Seifert said, ‘‘We have fundraisers all 
over the place.”’ 

He suggested the school committee adopt 
a policy for the kinds of fundraisers that 
can be held. He suggested: 

FUNDRAISING activity should be mu- 
tually beneficial to those raising the money 
and those providing it. A student running 
event, sponsored by adults who would pay 
them so-many cents for every mile they 
run, for example, might not be considered 
mutually beneficial. 

EFFORT should be made by those raising 
money to exhaust the resources of the stu- 
dent population within each respective 
school first. For example, students could 
contribute items for an auction to benefit 
whatever they’re raising money for. 
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SCHOOL COMMITTEE must approve all 
fundraising activities conducted outside 
school grounds. 

PRINCIPAL must approve all onsite 
school fundraising. 

PREFERRED are fundraising activities 
which provide a service, such as shoveling 
snow off sidewalks for a fee, or mowing 
lawns. 

NOTICE should be sent to the specific 
community that will be approached by the 
fundraiser. 

ACTIVITIES which have related learning 
experiences for students, such as-a school 
store, are preferred. 

A LOG should be kept to keep track of all 
fundraising activity. 

FINANCIAL ACCOUNTING must be 
maintained 

Poore said if fundraising is to be used 
only to provide money to support the ‘‘ex- 
tras’’ some students wish to participate in, 
then she’s not sure the school committee 
should get involved with regulating .the 
fundraising activity. . 

She suggested the committee will have to 
start ‘‘drawing the lines’’ in future budget 
decisions. 

Committee Chairman Richard Neal noted 
that the school committee can not operate

The 382 voters who appeared at West 
Junior High for Monday night’s special 
town meeting needed little persuading that 
the Reuse Committee has come up with a 
good plan for remodeling East Junior High 
School’s east and west wings, featuring the 
promise of a $500,000 savings to the town. 

The meeting voted overwhelmingly to 
approve the reuse question, Article Five on 
the brief warrant, after a half-hour dis- 
cusssion with few questions from the floor. 

With approval of the article, the select- 
men may now petition the state legislature 
to pass a law authorizing the town to enter

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into an agreement with a private developer. 
The developer will buy the EJH wings and 
remodel them into town and school offices, 
following the town’s specifications. 

The town will then lease the building 
from the developer — which developer is 
still unknown — for 15 years, buying back 
the building at the end of thet period. The 
town will not sell any lard. 

Reuse Committee Chairman Lawrence 
Spiegel explained that the town could follow 
the traditional method of financing the ren- 
ovation of the building: issuing a bond at 
ten-percent interest over a 15-year period. 
But selling the building and letting a devel- 
oper do the work would save at least $500,- 
000, Spiegel said. 

He indicated that a private developer can 
take advantage of tax credits that are not 
available to the town — and pass that sav- 
ings along to Andover. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony ex- 
plained that the town will float en industrial 
revenue bond for the developer, but will not 
participate in the developer’s mertgage or 
guarantee ‘‘anything.”’ 

The plan will cost the town $389,400 each 
yea!’ for 15 years, the manager said: the 
first $332,700 will pay the rent on the build- 
ing, and the rest will be set aside to help buy 
the bui.ding back. 

The net cost to the town over 15 years will 
be $5.8 million, compared to $6.3 million if 
the town paid for the remodeling itseif with 


a bond issue. 


Mahony said that the proposal could actu- 
ally save the town ‘‘nearer the $1 million 
raark. We are trying to use very, very 
conservative figures.” 

Remodeling the junior high school wings 
would cost the town $35 per square foot, he 
explained, while renting the space will cost 
$4.89 per square foot for ‘‘the finest office 
space Andover has to offer.’’

382 Voters 
Attended 


Meeting 


Monday night’s special town meeting 
barely made its quorum of 350 voters. 

Town Clerk Elden Salter reports that 
382 townspeople showed up at West 
Junior High School for the 7:30 p.m. 
meeting, which was delayed for 20 min- 
utes while the moderator waited for the 
quorum to be reached. 

The Rev. Gary Cornell opened the 
meeting with an invocation, and Select- 
man Edward Harris led the Salute to 
the Flag. 


It was one of the briefest town meet- 
ings in memory, with the first four 
articles dispensed with in the space of 
ten minutes, and the main event — 
reuse of East Junior High (please see 
story in this issue) — concluded by 
8:30. 

Moderator James Doherty ended the 
meeting by introducting Representa- 
tive-elect Sue Tucker to the audience; 
Tucker will fill the seat being vacated 
by Gerald Cohen next year.

In personnel action Tuesday night, 
the school committee accepted the res- 
ignation of Terri Orringer, an Andover 
school teacher since September, 1973. 

An elementary level teacher, she was 
on a personal leave of absence granted 
by the school committee for the 1982-83 
school year. She has submitted her 
resignation because of her decision to 
relocate out of state. Her resignation is 
effective Nov. 23. 

In other action, the committee ap- 
pointed Karen Feinberg of Andover as 
a-permanent substitute learning disabi- 
lities teacher/tutor at the Doherty and 
West Junior Highs. She will replace J. 
Finn during her child-bearing and 
child-rearing leaves of absence. The 
appointment is effective Dec. 1, retro- 
active to Nov. 29, through March 20, 
1983.

Director Issues 
Warning On Flu 


It’s the ‘‘flu’’ season again and residents of Andover are 
once more being urged to take this often epidemic disease 
seriously, according to Everett F. Penney, Jr., director of 
Public Health in Andover. 

The influenza alert is particularly important for older 
people and those who are vulnerable because of lung or heart 
diseases or diabetes. Such people should check with their 
physicians about being immunized. 

Penney placed emphasis on influenza’s infectiousness and 
suggested common-sense precautions to prevent the illness 
from spreading. Needless exposure in large group of people 


should be avoided, he said. Sneezes -and coughs should be . 


covered with a handkerchief or tissue. If flu strikes a family 
member, those tending the patient should be sure to wash 
their hands, and tissues should be disposed of in a paper bag 
that is frequently replaced. Serving food and beverages in 
paper and plastie disposable plates, cups and bowls, used 
only once by one person and then discarded, can help reduce 
the risks of cross-infection. 


When flu viruses get into the noses and mouths of suscepti- 
ble persons, infection may occur, producing such symptoms 
as fever, chills, headache, dry cough and aches in the back, 
legs and arms. 


Bed rest is important in the treatment of flu, Penney 
pointed out, along with keeping warm and drinking plenty of 
fluids. But, if the symptoms persist and the illness is severe, 
consult your family physician, he advised.

A pipe organ built in the last 
century will be featured in an or- 
gan recital at St. Mary’s R.C. 
Church, Haverhill Street, Law- 
rence, on Sunday, Dec. 5, at 3:30 
p.m. 

This is the first of what is hoped 
to be a continuing series of con- 
certs offered by the church to the 
community, under the leadership 
of the The Rev. James A. Wenzel, 
O.S.A., pastor, and Donna Chaff, 
music coordinator. 

Ear! L. Miller, musical director 
of Christ Church-Episcopal, And- 
over, and noted organ recitalist, 
will perform a variety of music to 
show the many combinations of 
tonal color St. Mary’s organ is 
capable of producing and to pre- 
sent music for the Advent-holiday 
season. 

The organ was originally built 
for an Episcopal Church in Con- 
necticut by the Boston builders 
Hook and Hastings in 1886. In 1936 
it was moved to and rebuilt in the 
west gallery of St. Mary’s by Wil- 
liam Laws, preserving the majori- 
ty of the original instrument and 
slightly enlarging it. Although its 
action was changed from the origi- 
nal mechanical linkage from key 
to pipe to an electric action, the 


sound of the instrument is very 
much that of a great 19th century 
organ, quite in place in the mag- 
nificent environment of St. 
Mary’s. 


The first part of the program 
will consist of music primarily 
from the 19th century, showing the 
instrument’s ability to play music 
contemporary to its original in- 
Stallation. Two students from the 
Brooks School Chapel Choir will 
join Miller. Soprano Clara Dun- 
ham will sing ‘‘The Virgin’s 
Slumber Song’’ by Max Reger and 
a carol by the contemporary En- 
glish composer, Arnold Cooke. 
Trombonist Andrew Martin will 
play Johann Ludwig Kreb’s choral 
prelude on the Advent hymn 
“Sleepers, Awake!”’ 


Miller will play two improvisa- 
tions of his own creation on Advent 
Hymns and a Lawrence-area pre- 
miere of a work composed by the 
early 20th century jazz pianist and 
composer Alec Templeton, ‘‘Suite 
Noel,’’ the only work by this com- 
poser written for organ.

Sheryl Galvin is 16, small and pretty, with 
long blonde hair. Dressed in high-school 
chic — kilt and sweater — she is the picture 
of a typical Andover High sophomore. 

But when she pulls her cello to her knees 

‘and draws the bow across its strings, she 
creates music that almost seems too sad 
and too beautiful to belong to this young 
girl. She is playing a Beethoven sonata with 
an intensity and joy that light up her face. 

Sheryl, the daughter of Shirley and Peter 
Galvin of Andover, has been playing the 
cello since the fourth grade. She cares 
enough about the instrument to give all her 
weekends to it, as a member of the Greater 
Boston Youth Symphony Orchestra and a 
student at the Longy School of Music in 
Cambridge. 

At school, some of her peers tease her, 
those who ‘‘can’t see how serious | am 
about it,’’ she says, sitting in the living 
room of her family’s home on Hidden Road. 
“Maybe they think I’m strange.’’ . She 
laughs. ‘‘They can’t see how I can give up 
my weekends for music.” 

She was one of 400 students, ages 12 
through 18, who competed for a position 
with the Greater Boston Youth Symphony 
Orchestra (GBYSO) last spring. She was 

*one of 200 who made it. 

Under the direction of Eiji Oue, GYBSO’s 
new conductor, the orchestra will play a 
series of concerts during this, its 25th sea- 
son. A gala anniversary concert in Sympho- 
ny Hall on April 17 and a springtime concert 
on Boston’s Esplanade will be highlights of 
the GBYSO season, and a European tour 
(destination still uncertain) will conclude 
the season in June. 

. The orchestra’s opening concert will be 
held Dec. 11 at the Needham Rotary Club, 
followed by a holiday concert on Dec. 19. 

During her audition last spring, Sheryl 
was asked to play both a slow movement 
and a fast movement from a piece of her 
choosing, Goltermann’s Concerto 4 in G 
Major. She played in a room with only two 
judges as her audience. They listened and 
watched for ‘intonation, tone quality, con- 
fidence, and the overall sound and perfor- 
mance.” 

The audition was all over in ten minutes: 
“It was really short. Nerve-wracking, but 

’ short.” 

Her fourth-grade music teacher at the 
South School, believing that Sheryl had a 
talent for music, encouraged her to take up 
an instrument. She chose the cello for ‘‘no 
special reasons.” 

Now, ‘“‘I love the sound. I’ve really gotten 
involved with it. I love meeting new people 
— I’ve met lots of kids who’ve become good 
friends. I’ve had lots of good experiences.’ 

The young cellist first belonged to the 
Greater Boston Youth Symphony Orchestra 
two years ago. That experience gave her 
happy memories that include a week-long 
orientation camp in Agassiz Village, Maine, 
and a weekend trip to Meredith, N.H. 

Sheryl has attended the Longy School 
since she successfully tried out for the 
school’s ““Young Performers of Longy”’ 
group three years ago. She spends every 
Saturday from 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. at the 
Cambridge school, where her day is filled 
with ‘‘chamber lessons, chamber rehears- 
al, theory class, orchestra class, perfor- 
mance class, and master classes and 
assemblies.’’ She also takes private lessons 
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at the school with cellist George Seaman. 

Sundays are spent rehearsing with GBY- 
SO from 12:30 to 5 p.m. at Boston Universi- 
ty. And Sheryl spends an hour or two each 
day practicing on her own. 

Music fills her life, leaving time for little 
else. She belongs to Andover’s All School 
Orchestra and the choir at St. Augustine’s 
Church. 

As an eighth-grader, she was principal 
cellist with the New England junior district 
orchestra (chosen from among junior high 
school students from all over New En- 
gland); this year she is in the senior district 
orchestra (composed of senior high school 
students) and has been recommended for 
the All-State Orchestra. She tried taking 
piano lessons last year, but had trouble 
fitting them into her schedule. 

Sheryl says she has no regrets about

devoting so much of herself to music. ‘‘The 
only time it matters is when I can’t do 
things on weekends. I can’t try out for the 
high school play this year, which I was 
hoping to do, because the play is on a 
weekend, Friday and Saturday nights, It’s 
hard to fit everything in.” 

As a cellist, Sheryl’s favorite music in- 
cludes ‘‘everything — classical and some 
popular, themes like the one from West 
Side Story, Beethoven, Bach, Mozart. Right 
now I’m working on Beethoven’s sonatas 
for cello and I love them.’’ As a teenager, 
she likes to listen to ‘‘ro¢k and new wave”’ 
(as evidenced by a WBCN bumper sticker 
stuck on the front of her black cello case). 

Sheryl notes that no one else in her family 
is musical: not her sister Sharlene, a junior 
at Andover High, nor brother Peter, a 
freshman at George Washington Universi- 


ty. 

Her plans for college and career are still 
uncertain, but Sheryl does not plan to major 
in music or make it her profession. Instead, 
she would like to ‘‘minor in music, maybe 
teach and get involved in shows. 

“There’s so much competition profes- 
sionally,’’ she explains. “And now I’m 
around so many people who are so much 
better than I am.” 

If music is not to be the focus of her 
future, what motivates Sheryl to work so 
hard? She shrugs her shoulders and shakes 
her head. “‘It’s just the satisfaction for 
myself. I really enjoy it. 

“Sometimes people ask if I’m being 
pushed by my parents. Definitely not. I do it 
om my own choice. But my parents do help 
me out,”’ she adds. ‘*They’ve encouraged 
me all the way.”’

The Friday after Thanksgiving tradition- 
ally starts the Christmas shopping season. 
For many, it’s often the biggest shopping 
day of the year, and one thing’s for sure — 
with Dec. 25 less than one month away, the 
rush is on. 

In Andover, downtown stores were tradi- 
tionally busy on the day following Thanks- 
giving, with business comparable to that of 
previous years on this day.

They said it appeared sales were 
running about the same as last year, adding 
that the rain and the parking and road 
construction situation might have been a 
factor in shopping habits. 

“We're holding our own against last 
year,’ explained John Zenevitch, manager 
of Macartney’s. He said it was a very busy 
day, living up to traditional expectations. 
He added that bad weather is not necessari- 
ly bad news for downtown businesses, not- 
ing that shoppers tend to stay in town to do 
their holiday buying when weather condi- 
tions are adverse. 

Anne Kleuber, owner of Regina Gifts, 
said the day went as it has in previous 
years. She said business was similar to that 
on a regular Kriday, which is good. 

But Bob Barrett, manager of Scanlon’s 
Hardware, Inc., said business was ‘‘consid- 
erably better’’ Friday than last year on this 
day. He noted shopping was “‘steady all day 
long.” 

Most downtown stores agreed, however, 
that the day after Thanksgiving is not usual- 
ly their biggest day of holiday shopping. For 
them, the best has yet to come. 

And for everybody, there are 23 days until 
Christmas. 

Included among those holiday shopping 
festivities is a Family Night program to be 
conducted by Andover Center Association 
on Friday, Dec. 10 in downtown Andover. 

The Family Night program is intended as

For Nursery Enrollment

After being in progress for two weeks, it appears 
that this goal is well on its way to being achieved. 

The sixth grade teachers involved are Helen 
Caplan, Norma Macomber, Charlotte Lynch, 
James Redmond, Iora Alexander and Robert Miri- 
sola. Jane Russell, parent volunteer, is in charge of 
transportation.

on the basis of not funding a part of the 
budget in lieu of possible fundraising. He 
said the committee should fund what it can 
in the budget, and leave it at that. 

Donald Robb, however, said that while it 
would be ideal to be able to fund everything 
in the school budget, the future need for 
fundraisers will probably increase. Unless 
no fundraising is allowed, he added, a policy 
must be drawn for what kind of fundraising 
is allowed. 

Neal asked if a parent group wanted to 
raise money for a school activity, should 
they have to come before the school corn- 
mittee? 

“The further you go, the more things 
there are,” he said. But Neal did comment 
that there are more and more fundraisers 
going on, and said, ‘It does get out of 
hand.”

Arts League Gets A Home 
In Historic ‘Vale Setting 


A pair of city and land use planners have 

agreed to purchase the Ballardvale Mill 
building on the Shawsheen River and lease 
it as ‘‘very moderate-cost, nice offices for 
local firms’ — and as a home for the new 
Merrimack Valley Arts League. 
‘City planner Nicholas Deane of Boston 
and land use planner Frederick Lyman, 
president of American Landmarks, Inc., 
Belmont, agreed to purchase the building 
from Augustus Sheehy of Dundee Prop- 
erties earlier this month, Deane said Fri- 
day. Spectametrics, Inc. has been leasing 
part of the building for office use in recent 
years, but now plans to leave Andover for 
new quarters. 

The partners’ first tenant will be the 
Merrimack Valley Arts League, created 
last March, which will in turn lease space to 
approximately 25 local artists and crafts- 
people. 

The league will hold an open house at the 
mill from 1 to 4 p.m. Sunday, Dec. 5, for all 
artists who might be interested in leasing 
space in the building. According to League 
President Margot Porter, the space will be 
available to artists of all kinds, from paint- 
ers and sculptors, actors and dancers, to 
potters and silversmiths. 

According to Deane, there are 30,000 
square feet in the mill building. The arts 
league will use roughly two floors, leaving 
16,000 square feet available to other ten- 
ants.

Deane said he and his partner will lease 
that space for $4.50 per square foot and up, 
depending on how much renovation each 
tenant requires.

Andover residents who live near the 
eight-acre industrial park, located off Bal- 
lard Road in Lawrence, said they were 
concerned about increased industrial traf- 
fic in their neighborhood. Three,acres of the 
parcel are located in Andovér.* 

Harold Brooks of Julie Construction re- 
quested a change in subdivision plans ap- 
proved by both the Lawrence and Andover 
planners in 1974, when the land was owned 
by Michael DiBitetto. Brooks purchased the 
land last spring. 

The developer sought permission to elim- 
inate 40 feet from the subdivision’s cul-de- 
sac, called Michael Lane. Brooks also 
wants to combine six small lots described 
on the original plan into two large lots. 

Brooks’ plans call for building two more 
buildings on the site, where he has already 
erected two buildings. One two-story build- 
ing would be located mostly in Andover; the 
others would all be one-story high and lo- 
cated in Lawrence. 

None of the roadway would be in And- 
over, Brooks told the planners, and all utili- 
ties and municipal services would be 
provided by Lawrence 

The developer said that by shortening the 
roadway, he would put down “‘less hot top”’ 
and leave ‘‘more green area.’’ Six small 
lots would lend themselves to small opera- 
tions such as body shops, Brooks indicated, 
but larger buildings on larger lots would 
attract ‘‘research and development-type’’ 
tenants. 

The two existing buildings are currently 
leased by Rubber Plastics, Inc. and Robus 
Products, Inc., Brooks said. Genesis, a 
computer software company, would occupy 
the Andover building; the fourth tenant has 
not been chosen. 

Brooks said his modified plans would be 


‘tan asset to both towns. It’s better use of 
the land.’’ He emphasized that there would 
be ‘‘no heavy industry and no odor’ at the 
industrial subdivision, and that it would be 
attractively landscaped. 

But Andover neighbors said that even 
light industry, would contribute to increased 
traffic in the*drea,’ where truck traffic is 
already a problem.

Andover’s special town meeting this week was 
short and to the point.

Basically the town will get new municipal and 
school administrative offices, all under one roof. 
There will be savings to the town in the conver- 
sion of the building by a private contractor, who 
will receive tax benefits in the process. 

Once accomplished, there can be additional 
savings anticipated through the centralization of 
town functions, such as computers, purchasing 
and maintenance among other things. 

Basic to all of this is the retention of a building 
within the town’s real estate holdings which is 
meaningful to the community. ¥ 

The continued existence of East Junior High, 
formerly Punchard High, has been threatened for 
years. 

Each time new school construction was dis- 
cussed, there was the ever-present threat that the 
building would face demolition. The consider- 
ation of new school construction often was depen- 
dent on what would happen to the old school 
building.

Shawsheen school when no longer needed for 
school use. 

With the key project given approval Monday 
night, Andover seems destined to have an inter- 
esting future in which its residents will have 
important developmental input.

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By Jack Anderson 
and Joe 
WASHINGTON - One of 


the hottest items on the 
agenda for the lame-duck 
session of Congress that con- 
vened this week is the 
defense appropriations bill. 

President Reagan has 
asked for $245 billion to con- 
tinue the military buildup he 
promised two years ago. But 
many Democratic congress- 
men believe the Pentagon 
budget can be safely cut 
back in favor of programs 
that will help the unem- 
ployed and other needy 
Americans. 

One target of the cost- 
cutters in Congress is sure to 
be the Navy’s F-18 fighter- 
attack plane. It has been in 
hot water since the design- 
er’s first sat down at their 
drawing boards seven years 
ago. Even some Navy offi- 
cials have expressed the 
opinion that the F-18 should 
be junked before any more 
money is wasted on it. 

Even if the F-18 per- 
formed up to expectations, 
critics argue, it can’t accom- 
plish its mission. For one 
thing, its range is too short. 
To attack enemy installa- 
tions on land, the F-18’s car- 
rier would have to get too 
close to enemy territory. 
The carrier would then be a 
sitting duck for enemy 
planes and missiles. 

Nevertheless, the F-18’s 
supporters have been able to 
keep the boondoggle going.

‘Ah, I remember it well.”

The previous school mark on this hilly 
course was 26:41, set by Supe Edmonds in 
1978. Doran had a previous best of 27.20. 

“IT had set a goal of breaking 27 minutes 
this year,” said the 6’, 150 pounder, ‘‘but I 
had no idea that I would break Supe’s re- 
cord. 

“T had been thinking all week that this 
was going to be my last home cross-country 
meet and it would be my last chance. 

“Gratton (Garbee) did all the work. He 
set the pace and led all the way until we 
came on the track (last quarter-mile). 
Coach (Jack) Toms was calling off our 
times. I knew whoever finished first would 
break the record. 

“In the last 15-200 yards I just got some 
energy.” 

Doran has been a mainstay on the cross 
country team all four years. In his fresh- 
man campaign the Hornet harriers were 14- 


0, won the ODAC championship, a regional 
title and went on to national competition. 

In the last two seasons LC has won 27 of 
32 regular season meets and finished second 
in the conference meet both times. 

While Doran had advanced to regional 
competition each year, he is the first to 
admit that this season holds a special mean- 
ing. 

“That first year was unreal,’’ said the 
Dean’s List selection. ‘‘We won it all and 
that was great. 

“But, this year has been kind of special. 
We’ve had so many injuries but everybody

“T came along a little slower than I ex- 
pected,’ explaned the two-time captain. 
“Coach always thoughi I’d be better and I 
think now I’m close to where I should be. 

‘One thing I would change is that I should 
have been working harder in the summer.

This. was the first summer that I’ve really, 
trained and, if I had done it before, maybe 
two years ago I would be where I am now.” 

Doran and Garbee have been the top two 
runners for LC all season and when asked if 
there was any rivalry, the Andover High 
School graduate responded, ‘‘A very friend- 
ly rivalry, not cutthroat. 

‘‘We help each other out. We don’t race 
against each other until we’ve gotten every- 
one on the other team beaten. If we don’t 
feel good, we tell each other and we encour- 
age each other on.”’ ‘

Dr. Howard Kassler, DMD, was elected presi- 
dent of the board of directors of Bridge Over Trou- 
bled Waters, a multi-service youth agency in 
Boston. 

Dr. Kassler, who resides in Andover and prac- 
tices oral and maxillofacial surgery in Medford, 
has been involved with Bridge Over Troubled Wa- 
ters since its inception 1242 years ago. Bridge, 
perhaps best known for its free medical van which 
tours the streets offering runaways and street 
youth medical! care and counseling, also provides a 
number of other services to youth. 

The Bridge Free Dental Clinic, which like the 
medical van is staffed by volunteer professionals, is 
where Dr. Kassler first began working with Bridge, 
performing oral surgery for Bridge clients in his 
office in conjunction with the free dental clinic. 

Bridge Over Troubled Waters also has a runaway 
service through which youth in crisis are housed on 
a temporary basis in the homes of licensed volun- 
teer ‘‘foster families..’ Bridge has a family life 
center where pregnant and parenting adolescents 
learn the parenting skills they need in order to 
become capable parents. The agency operates an 
education and pre-employment program where 
young people who have dropped out of school can 
prepare to earn their high school equivalency de- 
gree.

The agency also 
offers drug and alcohol counseling. Bridge Over 
Troubled Waters annually serves more than 2,500 
youth in need.

offices for local firms. It’s a real bargain 
for Andover, and a need of local firms.’’ 

It will meet the most pressing need of the 
Merrimack Valley Arts League, which 
since its inception has considered its ‘‘pri- 
mary goal’ to be finding a building, Porter 
said. 

The non-profit organization was formed 
to ‘’creatively enrich the cultural lives’’ of 
area residents, and ‘‘encourage the growth 
and appreciation of the arts,’’ she ex- 
plained. With the mill building to use as an 
arts center, the league “hopes to be an 
umbrella for the arts, and reach out and 
bring people to us.’’ 

The league plans to use the first two 
floors of the mill, and eventually possibly 
the top floor as well, Porter said, starting 
next June or July. The space needs little 
renovation, and will be leased for $3.50 to $6 
per square foot per month, including heat 
and utilities. Some areas may also be 
leased by the week, she added. 

In addition to individual studios, the 
building will also-include some common 
space where meetings and classes may be 
held, Porter indicated. 

The league planned to begin a full-scale 
membership and fund-raising drive this 
week, and Porter said the organization is 
seeking ‘‘all sorts of volunteers for fund- 
raising and a lot of different areas. We need 
financial and moral support.”’ 

Townspeople interested in more informa- 
tion on the arts league may contact Porter 
in Andover, or Carol McMurray on Stone- 
hedge Road, Andover. 


According to Andover: Symbol of New 
England by Claude M. Fuess (The Andover 
Historical Society and the North Andover 
Historical Society: 1959), the Ballardvale 
Mill property was founded by Timothy Bal- 
lard in the late eighteenth century, and 
purchased in 1836 by the Ballardvale Man- 
ufacturing Company, with John Marland its 
treasurer and agent.

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Planners To Decide On Whether 
To Allow New Zoning Appeal 


Should an Andover couple get a second chance to petition 
the Zoning Board of Appeals for a Variance to build a home on 
an Abbot Street lot that lacks the minimum frontage required 
by Andover’s zoning bylaw? 

That decision is in the hands of the Planning Board, and they 
aré expected to make their decision on Dec. 14. Last Tuesday 
night, the planners heard arguments on both sides of the 
question during a public hearing at the Essex Street theatre 
building. 

Ralph and Susan Luby of Wintergreen Circle petitioned the 
ZBA for that varianace five months ago; their petition was 
denied. They need the planning board’s approval before they 
can petition the zoning board again within two years. 

According to state law, the couple may take their petition 
before the zoning board again only if the planners find that 
there are now “‘specific and material changes”’ in the condi- 
tions upon which the ZBA’s unfavorable decision was based. 

While an attorney representing the Lubys argued that there 
have been such changes, an attorney for neighbors who are 
opposed to the plan argued that there have been no substantial 
changes. 

The planners will seek a legal opinion from special counsel 
on the definition of ‘‘specific and material changes”’ before 
making their decision. 

The seven-acre parcel in question belongs to Phillips Acade- 
my, which has joined the Lubys as co-petitioner. (Phillips did 
not take part in the original petition last June.) The Lubys 
have a sale agreement with the academy contingent upon 
zoning board approval of the variance. 

Atty. Philip Sullivan of Andover, representing the Lubys, 
told the board that the land is located on Abbot Street near the 
intersection of Phillips Street. The ‘‘boot-shaped’’ parcel has 
as its only frontage a 24-foot ‘‘spike’’ of land on Abbot, located 
between two driveways belonging to neighbors David Brown 
and Linda Cutter. Zoning laws in that area require 150 feet of 
frontage and a 30,000-foot lot. 

Sullivan pointed out that in its decision, the ZBA denied the 
vagiance without prejudice. The decision states that the 

petitioner ‘‘did not present sufficient evidence that there was 
a 1 dane for granting a variance,” according to the attor- 
ney, and that the petition was not ‘‘properly before the board 
at this time.” 
. The attorney then outlined four points of new information 
that he said were not part of the original petition. That new 
information constituted ‘‘specific and material changes in the 
aa on which the unfavorable action was based,’’ he 


First, he said the Lubys did not have legal counsel in June. 
‘The legal requirements for granting a variance are very, 
very technical,’ he said:

Second, since June the Conservation Commission has or- 
dered Phillips Academy to repair a dam and restore Rabbit 


Pond, located on the property. That order was not in effect 


during the original petition, Sullivan said. 

Third, the Lubys now have ‘‘engineering data to show”’ that 
a driveway could be built on the Abbot Street frontage, and 
would be wide enough for emergency vehicles. 

And finally, the attorney said he has information, previously 
unavailable, on how the lot came to exist without adequate 
frontage. Abbot Academy originally owned the property and 
used it for a recreation area. When Phillips acquired Abbot’s 
property, Abbot sold two house lots on Central Street that 
were part of the parcel’s frontage. 

‘‘No one involved in this petition had anything to do with the 
fact that there is no longer adequate frontage on the lot,”’ 
Sullivan said. He called the parcel the largest ‘‘land-locked’”’ 
lot in town, and said that unless the ZBA grants the Lubys a 
variance, ‘‘there’s nothing that can be done with the lot.” 

The attorney added that Phillips has no use for the lot and 
would consider maintaining the pond a hardship, while the 
Lubys would agree to mairitain the pond. 

And he emphasized the desirability of building ‘‘just one 
house’’, set nearly 500 feet back from the road, on a seven- 
acre site that meets all other requirements of the zoning 
bylaw. The Lubys are willing to agree to build no other houses 
on the site, Sullivan noted. 

But Andover Atty. George Rand, representing abutter Joel 
Parks, said the ‘‘specific and material changes’’ required by 
law must pertain to the land, the building plans and the 
surrounding conditions — not just changes in how the petition 
is presented. 

‘You have one bite at the apple,” Rand argued, ‘‘and if your 
case is not presented properly, that’s your mistake. (The 
wording of the law) doesn’t mean that you can fail to intro- 
duce necessary evidence, then regroup after the variance is 
denied and come back in.”’ 

The Lubys “‘had the opportunity the first time,’’ the attor- 
ney said. ‘‘They could have put this all together — and they 
didn’t. Nothing has changed except for the fact that they’ve 
regrouped. The statute doesn’t call for that.” 

Some neighbors told the planners they objected to the 
prospect of fighting the Lubys’ petition all over again within a 
few months. inte diated 

George Neilson, business manager for Phillips “Academy, 
told the board the land was ‘‘of no use to us,’’ adding, ‘“This is 
a plan I think the neighbors should be satisfied with.” 

One neighbor, however, said a group of abutters had offered 
to buy the land ‘‘to leave as is, not just to build a house. This

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Special town meeting breezed through the 
first four articles on the warrant in short 
order Monday night, as a prelude to the 
major topic: East Junior High reuse. 

Within ten minutes the meeting, held at 
West Junior High, voted unanimously to 
approve Articles One through Four. 

Article One accepted a provision of Mas- 
sachusetts law that will return a $175 tax 
exemption to surviving spouses and towns- 
people over 70. 


Finance and Budget Director Anthony 
Torrisi explained that the article will in- 
crease from $20,000 to $40,000 the amount of 
total real estate and personal property that 

’ those taxpayers may hold to qualify for a

It will also exempt the first $60,000 of their 
real estate holdings.

The Lawrence board did not hesitate to 
approve Brooks’ request and urged the And- 
over planners to approve it as well, explain- 
ing that the developer was eager to install 
his new foundations before winter. 

However, Andover planner Andrew Gird- 
wood, sitting in for absent chairman Jerry 
Greer, said the Andover board had ques- 
tions to be answered before voting: primar- 
ily on the legal necessity for their vote 
(since the roadway is located entirely in 
Lawrence), and potential traffic problems. 

Andover Community Development and 
Planning Director Jonathan Gilmore point- 
ed out that the board has until Jan. 9 to vote 
on the subdivision, and had already ‘‘done 
some bending over backwards’ to accomo- 
date Brooks by waiving the usual staff 
review of his plans. 

‘We've shortened the process already,”’ 
Gilmore said. ‘‘We respect the rights of Mr. 
Brooks, but there are rights of the abutters 


Lawrence-planners said they did not see 
how shortening the road and changing lot 
lines would effect Andover, but Gilmore 
said those questions were “worth explor- 
ing.

New Policy Adopted For Control 


As of now, any Andover schoolchildren 
diagnosed as being infested with head or 
body lice can be excluded from admission 
to school and be refused re-admission until 
the child presents certification from a phy- 
sician or the Board of Health that he or she 


cian or nurse and will be excluded from 
school immediately. The child will not be 
allowed back to school until he has certifi- 
cation from his physician, the school physi- 
cian or the Board of Health that he can no 
longer convey the infestation to others. 


In addition, a child will only be re-ad- 
mitted to school upon an examination by the 
school nurse and the determination that the 
person is free of contagion. 

Penney said school nurses in Andover 


schools have reported more than just one 


can no longer convey the infestation. 

But the timing of the new rule is not 

linked to any epidemic of lice infestation in 
Andover schools. While September and Oc- 
tober are generally problem*months in 
many school systems — and Andover had a 
few concerns of its own — local schools are 
currently experiencing no problems with 
head lice, according to Everett Penney, 
director of public health. 
’ He said the new rules, voted by the Board 
of Health on Oct. 18, were meant to*get an 
administrative handle on the control of 
head lice infestation in Andover’s public 
and private schools. 

Because head lice are considered a nui- 
sance and not an infectous disease by law, 
children previously were not required by 
law to stay out of school if they had the 

‘nuisance,’ said Penney. 

Now, any person infested with head or 
body lice (active pediculosis, nits or eggs) 
will be certified as such by the school phys!-
